NOTES on Meeting held on 14 March at the Town Hall. District Councillor Paul 
O'Sullivan attended. . 

UNVEILING CEREMONY: The meeting began with a brief ceremony in which PC's 
longest serving cllr, Mrs Pat Swash, paid tribute to former chairman, Ken 
Garrett. His widow, Edith, then unveiled a splendid wooden plaque in his memory. 
It lists the names of all PC chairmen and now hangs over the fireplace in the 
Town Hall. 
ENVIRONMENT: 1. Two viburnam shrubs to be planted at cemetery entrance as 
memorials. 2. Results of village centre parking survey to be presented at next 
Meeting. 3. Analysis’ of Hempton Road traffic survey showed 21 vehicles 
travelling at 50+mph over two days and three accidents in past five years. 4. 
CC to be asked to provide green man buzzer at traffic lights to assist 
schoolchildren and blind pedestrians. 5. Clerk to write to Persimmon asking for 
more supervision of lights on roadworks, following recent lighting failure. 6. 
Hempton Road bus shelters on order and delivery expected within three weeks. 
They will be dark green in colour. 

RECREATION & GRANTS: 1. PC agreed tc a grant of up to £1,900 to provide a 
permanent stage with integral storage space for the Windmill Centre: cost to PC 
will be less if other grant applications are successful. It will enhance 
“centre's facilities and the existing stage units will continue to be used for 
events in the village. 2. Cricket Club to receive £400 grant and £290 interest- 
free loan to enable them to buy a roller, a practice net, a catching cradle and a 
pitch marker. Club has already raised £350 and the equipment would improve 
facilities for its four sides, including two youth teams. 3. School has shown 
‘interest in United Nations 50th anniversary celebrations and will receive visit 
from UN representative during the year. 4. Football Club unwilling to carry on 
insuring the Castle Grounds pavilion, which is to be offered to North Aston 
Junior FC, who would then be responsible for it. Clerk to contact clubs and 
report to next Meeting. 5. British Legion requests use of Town Hall for display 
of wartime memorabilia for VE/VJ Day celebrations on 6,7,8 May. Clerk to check 
whether this is different request from Messrs Hood & Hunt, who already have 
permission. 6. VE and VJ Day will be commemorated with interdenominational 
services at 3pm on 7 May and 7.30pm on 20 August. Collections will be held for 
war veterans' associations and various charities. PC to grant up to £300 towards 
costs of amplification and printing orders of service. 

PLANNING & PROPERTY: 1. PC welcomed plans for new classroom at school. 2. PC 
concerned about car parking and possible structural damage to neighbouring 
properties with regard to plans for change of use of Wesleyan Chapel Hall to 
house. 3. In response to PC's objection to a proposed change of condition at 
the Hudson Street development, Banner Homes now suggests the properties should be 
occupied by people over the age of 55, and their spouses. This is nearer the 
original intention but PC continues to insist all occupiers should be 55+, 
because of shortage of parking space. 4. Outline planning application for two 
agricultural workers' cottages at Leadenporch Farm to meet staffing requirements 
for production units: PC objects to size of proposed development, its distance 
away from existing buildings, the increased traffic it would create on 
bridleway, the development of a green-field site and the delay in submitting the 
application after the erection of the production units. 5. Conditional approval 
has been given for the re-opening of windows in the summer~house at Castle View, 
Goose Green and Banner Homes’ appeal has been allowed at Hudson Court, allowing 
them to demolish a barn to build a garage. 

WINDMILL CENTRE: 1. Bowling and Tennis Clubs have now signed their agreements 
and all users have taken over responsibility for their facilities. 2. Work on 
the bowling green and fencing to the all-weather court is now complete. 3. The 
Centre's AGM will be on Wednesday, 26 April and Open Day will be on Spring Bank 
Holiday Monday, May 29, when there will be a sponsored run to raise money for a 
portable dialysis machine for baby Adam Phillips. 

STREET LIGHTING: 1. PC is waiting to hear from PCC and hopes to proceed with 
plans for floodlighting the church before the next Meeting. 2. PC has heard 
informally from CDC that grant aid for street lighting may be less than the hoped 
for 75%. Clirs Clinch and Todd, with the Clerk David Blakey will re~examine the 
proposed scheme, make formal apphication for grant aid and report back! to pc. 

PC FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & Bingley @ 7.4%); £150,000 (Treasury Deposit @ 
5.9375%); €26,709 (Barclays Bank @ 5.25% 14 days notice); £3,538 (Barclays Bank 
overnight @ 3.375%) . 

PURCHASE OF PHOTO-COPYING MACHINE: PC agreed to consider further the Clerk's 
request for a photo-copying machine. Copying currently costs the PC an average 
of £336 a year: if the PC bought a copier costing £995 the average saving would 
be around £64 a year, plus the Clerk's time. Clerk to investigate further and 
report back to next meeting. } 
CORRESPONDENCE: 1. PC to write a strong letter of protest to the Benefits Agency 
for wasting PC time and money after they failed to send their mobile office to 
the Market Place as arranged. 2. Letter from Mr Hunt complaining about

conditions in Earls Lane and asking for action to be taken against speeding 
motorists. PC to go ahead with plans for traffic calming in Earls Lane, with the 
installation of a chicane at the school end, and centre white lines on the bend 
at the Clifton Road end.

3. Mr William Simpson, assistant to the chairman of British Telecom, has 
responded to PC's letter about the incorrect listings for Deddington in the new 
directory.

THE WAY WE WERE. Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for March 1845: 


4th MARCH ~ I heard a Justice matter at Mr. Field's office ~ was obliged to send 
two women from Barford to prison for a week for turnip stealing under aggravated 
circumstances. 

Sth MARCH - I went up to Oxford for the Assizes ~- Col. North of Wroxton Abbey being 
the High Sheriff, whose equipage and cavalcade, Javelin men, etc. was the most 
splendid the County had ever witnessed since the time of the late Mr. Stratton of 
Great Tew. Attended the Assizes each day until the 8th, dined on the 6th with the 
High Sheriff and Grand Jury, 45 magistrates dined being an unprecedented large 
number out of respect to the High Sheriff. I saved a parishioner from 
transportation by speaking to the Judge, Lord Chief Baron Pollock, he had been 
tried and convicted of a highway robbery accompanied with violence in Deddington in 
September last. } ‘ 

9th MARCH - Fever and smallpox I Jament to say still with us - the latter being in 
a family at Hempton. f 

14th MARCH ~ Drove up to dine and sleep at my Father's at Tingewick, whom I found 
suffering from gout still, tho' much better than he had been. 

15th MARCH - A man from Duns Tew called to complain of a farmer paying him only 6d. 
a day ~ and requiring him to work full hours. 

25th MARCH - Mr. Field called about the parties wishing to emigrate - a vestry were 
to decide about the matter this evening. 

28th MARCH - The Warden of New College, the Outrider and Steward called later in 
the day on their way to hold court at Adderbury - where I joined them at dinner. 
29th MARCH - Signed a petition in favour of Great Western line of railway from 
Oxford to Rugby etc. '

Here is the second part of DON WALKER's childhood memories of wartime Deddington 


Everyone was urged to save money. Savings Stamps could be purchased through the 
school, we took sixpence each week which bought one National Savings stamp that was 
put into a book which held 30 stamps. Fifteen shillings could then be transferred 
to a Savings Certificate which after three years would be worth £1. 

Many houses had gates and railings but these were cut off to be melted down. 
Evidence of this can still be seen outside the terraced houses in Castle Street. 
Duffield, near Adderbury Station, was a factory where crashed aircraft were brought 
on aircraft carriers. As children, we liked to get part of the cockpit which we 
made into rings for our fingers. I wonder if anyone in Deddington has any still? 
Wherever we went we had to take our gas masks in a square cardboard box. If you 
were under five you had one with a Mickey Mouse face. The masks were tested 
regularly by Mr. Gardner by holding a piece of paper over the end - if the paper 
fell off the filter had to be changed. 

At various times soldiers were billeted in Wychway House. They set up their 
temporary workshops in the Market Square. If we gave them a penny and a small 
safety pin they would heat it up and mould it into a brooch which was always an 
aeroplane. Surely there are some of these left in the village? The canteen for | 
the servicemen was in the Wesleyan Sunday School run votuntarily by Mr. Frank 
Valentine and members of the Chapel. They had very cheap cups of tea and sandwiches 
and played darts, board games and cards. ; 

It was a terrible sight to see the evacuees who had been taken from their parents 
in London and placed in the village with strangers. We had several staying with 
us. One came from a very poor family, and said they had cold tea on their corn- 
flakes because they could not afford milk. Occasionally a Utility bus would come 
down from London so that the parents could visit their children. There was a 
prisoner-of-war camp at Duns Tew and the prisoners would work on the local farms. 

I remember they would make slippers from string, and I still have a ship ina 
bottle which one made for me. From my bedroom window we could see the red glow in 
the sky as Coventry burned.

DOWN ON THE FARM 


From the beginning of February to the beginning of March I think we have 

averaged over an inch of rain each week. This is not good for the farm at this 
time of year. We have failed to fatten any hoggets in the last 3 weeks, which is 
very rare indeed. We have now reached a bottleneck which only good weather can 
alleviate. We try to time lambing so that we can do all our spring drilling 
before it starts. This year it has proved impossible to work the land due to 

the rain. 

We should now be applying nitrogen to our grassland for ewes and young lambs to 
feed on. Good milk is the secret of good lambs and the secret of good milk is good 
grass. A good growth of grass also acts as a protective layer between the lambs 
and surface water. We typically apply 40 units of nitrogen/acre, not too much at 
this time of year to avoid the nitrogen getting into the watercourse. 

I have again chosen to grow spring rape. This will be planted behind the Hempton 
Road Cemetery, so hayfever sufferers beware! We also plan a small acreage of 
spring wheat. 

We have also planted 12 acres of trees around the farm. I hope my children will 
see the benefit of this in years to come. I have planted 40% ash, 35% oak, 10% 
wild cherry, 15% lime, maple, birch, crab apple. This follows Government guide- 
lines on tree planting and therefore I qualify for a grant. 

Inside, I have been working’ on Ordnance Survey maps in order to claim my Government 
payments. Each field has a 4-digit number so that it can be identified and this 
relates to the map on which it is positioned. 

Finally, if I can climb on my soap box, we spent a couple of days recently on the 
roadside picking up litter. Along the Dums Tew road from Hempton we filled 12 
bags of rubbish. Fortunately the bin men took it away for me, but it is a sad 
reflection on today's society that people feel it is acceptable to clean cars out 
in farm gateways. It's unsightly, also glass is a fire hazard in the summer and a> 
danger to livestock.

NATURE NOTES

Despite the recent snowy conditions we are well and truly into “ae 
Spring, which to many means flowers and greenery. Around Dedding- : RS 
ton one should expect to see all the common Spring flowers such as \ yo 
Primroses, Celandines, Wood Anemones and Bluebells. There are some less well known 
Spring flowers that with extra looking can be seen around here. In woodland 
habitat, look out for Dogs Mercury, which has pale small yellow-green flowers and 
the Violet with its small purple sweet-scented flowers. In the wetter meadows and 
ditches, look out for Lady's Smock which grows up to two ft, has small pale purple- 
pink flowers with four petals and belongs to the cabbage family! Probably the 
greatest Spring flower event is to be found in a wood carpeted by Bluebells. Their 
abundance is unique to the UK, so as you stroll through you are in a very special 
habitat indeed. 

The next few weeks present an excellent opportunity to watch birds in the middle of 
their breeding season without the hindrance of too many leaves. One bird that can 
be observed without worrying about leaf coverage is the Skylark. While walking 
near Leadenporch Farm recently I was surprised at the numbers to be seen. If you 
walk down that way and the weather is fine, just stand still for five minutes and 
listen. Many male birds are now singing at full volume, proclaiming their success 
as chasers and catchers of females! Trying to focus your ears and then your eyes 
on a skylark spiralling upwards as it sings is quite tricky. If you do spot one, 
then you could probably postpone the opticians for another year! 
For those who doubted the promise of seeing butterflies in March, I saw four Yellow 
Brimstones in the centre of Deddington on 12 March, also a small Tortoiseshell and 
a Peacock! A butterfly to look out for in April is the Orange Tip. Only the male 
| has the bright orange tips to its wings; the female is slightly larger and quite 
drab.

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 


Fire Calls Once again a fairly quiet month with only 15 calls which were: 7 
chimney fires, 1 rubbish fire, 1 severe fire at Barton Abbey, 5 false alarms with 
good intent and 1 call to stand by at Bicester Fire Station. This makes 43 calls 
so far this year. Of the 15 calls received we failed to mobilise twice due to 
insufficient crew. It would have been a lot more but the Station is not alerted 
between 8 am and 4 pm owing to insufficient personnel to crew the appliance. 

Crew Levels I don't think the majority of people realise just how serious the 
situation is here without enough firefighters on the Station. At present we have 
only eight personnel, three who are available in the daytime and all available at 
nights and week-ends; but this does not allow for the times when some are out, 
away or ill, and this is when it's back to square one with insufficient crew. 

We could really do with another four personnel on Station, preferably who could 
give 24-hour cover or even day cover. At the moment there is a lot of pressure on 
the existing personel always to be available.
